RAILWAY. 

There is reason to believe that one of 
the first matters which will engage the 
attention of the Government at Ottawa 
is the state of its relations Avith British 
Columbia. At this moment there 
stands on the journals of the Provincial 
House a resolution that ilemands the 
commencement of railway construction 
in this Province before the 1st of May, 
1879, "jiWith ..the alternative — in the 
event of the' failure of the Dominion 
to com|)ly with the demand — of the 
withdrawal of the Province from the 
Confederation. The Victoria Govern- 
ment is thoroughly committed to the 
))olicy laid down in that resolution; and 
it is consequently essential to.the tran- 
quility and prosperity of this vast 
country, with illiniitahlo and expan- 
sive resources which require but the 
influx of capital and population to 
make it wealthy and powerful, that a 
satisfactory solution . of the railway 
question should bo reached at an early 
day. In using the word "satisfactory" 
•we wish it to be taken in its widest 
and most comprehensive sense; not in a 
sectional or contracted spirit. No pol- 
icy that would sot aside or ignore the 
rights of one-half the Province could 
by any possibility- be satisfactory; be- 
cause a sense of wrong would be ever 
present in the minds of the people of 
the .section that l.ad reason to 
think it had been worsted in any 
arrangement that niight bo come to be- 
tween the two governments. In dis- 
cussing the great question of railway 
we have always endeavored to regard 
it from a national , stand-point, and 
with a due regard to the interests 
of the whole Province — not of a section 
thereof. With this end we have— while 
pressing upon the notice of Govern- 
ment and people what we conceived to 
bo .the superior claims of a route that 
wonld • hare for its PaciBc terminus 
the capacious and noble harbor of Es- 
quimalt — contended that the question 
of route was one to be settled 
by the theodolite and chain and not by 
turbulent political factions or interest- 
ed sectioiuilists. If it should turn out, 
as the '^result of surveys already made 
(and to he made), that the route by 
■way of Fr'aser Valley is the best from 
a national point of view, the country 
must cheerfully acquiesce in the selec- 
tion. Because no man should be allow- 
ed to bo carried away with the idea 
that the railway is to be built for the 
Province! of British Columbia alone. 
The Canadian Pacific railway is intend- 
ed to be a great national highway, con- 
structed in the interest of the entire 
Dominion and of Great Britain; and is 
destined to bo a powerful and success- 
^viful ■ competftor of the Amei-ioan lines 
for the carrying trade of the East 
That it svill necessarily bo to a largo ex- 
tent a colonization road, along the line 
of which will be established thriving 
communities, is undeniable. Railways 
are the most valuable auxiliaries in the 
V settling uj) of a country. In this ad- 
vanced age they are as indispensable 
adjuncts of civilization as free schools; 
for amongst the first enquiries an in- 
tending immigrant makes are as to the 
facilities of reaching a market with his 
produce and the educational advantages 
of the district. A railway cannot be 
built in any part of the Province with- 
out conferring important benefits upon 
the inhabitants; and as to the necessity 
for the creation of a through line is 
due the conception of the grand project 
of a Canadian Pacific Railway, there- 
fore British Columbia, while using 
every constitutional means to hasten 
railway construction, should not lose 
sight of the apparent fact that the line 
is intended to be built in the interest of 
the whole British Empire and is not 
meant to be exclusively Briti.sh Co- 
lumbian in its efl'ects. At this moment 
Canada is bound by treaty to complete 
.,;aii.overland railway by 1890, and, in 
addition, to begin the construction of a 
line of railway from Esquimalt to JS'a- 
Haimo. Wo do not wish to see i-enew- 
ed the Battle of tlic Routes, which has 
been waged so hotly in the recent past; 
but it is in the highest degree desir- 
able—nay, imperative, in the interest 
of the Dominion and with the one great 
object" o£ making the road an undoubt- 
ed national success — that an exhaustive 
survey of Pine River Pass should be 
made before the route for the railway 
has been finally adopted. This survey 
might consume two seasons, but during 
that time the work of railway construc- 
tion need not bo delayed a moment. 
The declared policy of the Macdonald 
Government in 1872 was to make 
Esquimalt the western terminal jioint 
of the railway, no matter which route 
might be finally selected for it to follow 
on the Mainland. Therefore, while the 
survey of Pine River Pass is going on 
the Island railway might bo begun and 
completed, and tlio shipping point of 
our coal wealth transferred from Na- 
naimo to Esquimalt. The construction 
this line would satisfy the reasonable 
demands of the Islanders, and would 
compensate this portion of the 
Province for the losses it has 
sustained by the non-commencement 
of railway construction according to 
the original terms of union and the Cau- 
NAiivox settlement.

expensive reach of the markets on the 
seaboard and the Province would be 
placed at once in the position it has 
long desired, while capital and popula- 
tion would flow in and every branch 
of business bo stimulated by the ex- 



penditure of money on railway con- 
struction. In the meanwhile the sur- 
vey of Pine River Pass might be pros- 
ecuted and completed and work on the 
main line pushed ahead as rapidly as 
circumstances would permit. Wo 
throw out these suggestions in the hope 
that they may assist in the settlement 
of the railway embroglio, being per- 
suaded that should they — or something 
similar to them — form the basis of a 
new understanding with Canada, 
a prosperous and contented future will 
be assured the people of the Pacific 
Province.

Tobj', ;in Imliiiii, arraigned on !in in- 
dictment for the nuirder of Nat-kai-.su.\, 
au Indian woman, at Barclay .Soiiiul on 
February 25tli last. 
■' ■ 'The prisoner admitted killing the wo- 
man, and said that over since ho had been 
anxious to inform the authorities of the 
crime; tlio reason ho killed the woman 
was bccaiiso .sho gave his child some dried 
salmon in which there was poison, from 
the efi'ccts of which sho died live days 
after. 

His Honor saiil the plea of the prisoner 
amounted to one of guilty of iiianslaiighter. 

The Attorney-General said he did not 
think it would bo fair to accept the jilea 
of tlio prisoner, and in justice tohim would 
suggest that lie be put on his trial. 

His Honor agreed with the Attorney- 
General and a jury, of which Mr. C. \V. 
Wallace was foreman, wa.s cmpaniielled. 

Sam, a Barclay Sound Indian, dcjioscd 
that on the day in ([uestioii he was on the 
beach at Barclay Sound when he heard 
the report of a gun; shortly afterwards 
looked up and saw the prisoner dragging 
a woman out o7 a house by the hair of the 
head; tlio prisoner had a musket and 
stick with a knife on the end of it in his 
loft hand and dragged the woman with 
the right liand; shortly afterwards saw 
the prisoner take the woman into the 
woods and co\'er her up with brush; wit- 
ness did not interfere as the murder was 
none of his atl'air. 

George Logan deposed that ho remem- 
bered the prisoner coining to him in Feb- 
ruary last and tollingliini in the presence of 
two other Indians that lie had shot the 
woman and wanted him (witness) to give 
him a letter to say that he was justified 
in doing it; said the woman was a "medi- 
cine" woman and that slio had been at- 
tending hia children and that two of them 
had died; witness reiiorted the circum- 
stance at the Indian department in this 
city about 10th March; murdfcrs have been 
prottyfrequentumoiigst tholndians thereof 
lato; there are some liftooii white settlers 
on the Sound, men, woinou and children; 
the prisoner lia.s always been civil and or- 
derly for all ho know. 

Wm. Bowdcii testitied that about July 
lathe arrested the pristuier; proceeded to 
Cape Bealo, but on arrival there found 
the prisoner and his wife had fled; two 
days afterwards they were disco\ cred in 
""Tihe-lmsh half-way between Capo Beale 
and Capo Flattery"; tho prisoner was 
brought in a canoo to Eainy Bay and 
handed to witness, who brought liim 
down to tlie city. 

This concluded the case for tho Crown. 
His Honor tlien suimiied up and direct- 
ed tho jury, pointing out that tho time 
liad arrived wlren wild Indian tribes 
• . should bo taught that they must respect 
■ the British law and abstain from deeds of 
violence and rovongo. 

The jury then retired and after a short 
absence returned with a verdict of "guilty 
of manslaughtor. " 

Jacob, also a ]3arclay Sound Indian, 
was arraigned on an indictment for the 
murder of Ivailiooksan, an Indian, atBar- 
, 'clay Sound on June 15th last. 

THe prisoner stated that he was very 
drunk on the day in t(uestion and know 
nothing about rlio circumstance. 

His Honor said that was a plea of not 
guilty and a jury, of which Mr. J. W. 
Oafey was foreman, was forthwith sworn 



2l8t inst., at the Union Saloon, Johnson 
street. 

The prisoner, who was not defendeil by 
counsel, jdeaded "not guilty." 

For tlie prosecution it wss contended 
that a drunken row took place between 
the prisoner and Bodford on the night in 
question at the place nami>d, and that 
after the lapse of a short time the prison- 
er left the saloon and returned in a few 
minutes when -Bedford, who had been 
worsted in the fight, challenged the pri- 
soner to fight fairly if ho wanted to fight 
.at all — iirisoner had previously lifted liis 
foot to kick Bedford when he liad him 
down. Iiiimediatoly Bedford threw out 
this challenge the prisoner rushed at him 
and both cliiichod, and during the struggle 
which ensuetl tho prisoner was observed 
by bystanders to bo inaking passes at 
Bedford with a knife. Bedford called out 
that he was being knifed, and in his at- 
tein])t to grasj) the knife and prevent 
further injury to his liody two of liis 
lingers were severely cut. Finally iio freed 
himself and ran from the s.aloon, followed 
by tho prisoner. Shortly afterwards the 
prisoner was arrestodj.,-''by ■ " Sergt 
Bloomfield and whilst the handciifls 
were being put on ho i)ut his 
hand into the bosom of his shirt and tlirew 
something into the alleyway adjacent to 
the saloon. A .slieatli knife, such as would 
infiiet the wounds received by Jiedford, 
\vas soon afterwards fountl in the alleyway, 

Tho evidence given for tho prosecution 
by tlio witnesses Bedford, P. Walsh, J. 
Me:«lows, T. Stocker and J. ,1011118 was 
almost preciael}' tho same as that adduced 
at the preliminary hearing in tho I'olieo 
Court, full details of which wore publish- 
ed in 7'lic Culuiii.il last week. Ur. Matthews 
dejjosed tu dressing the wounds inllijted 
on Bedford, which were such as might 
bo causetl by tho knife produced and 
would have proved fatal liad they been 
deei)or in tho portion of tho body pono- 
trated. 

Tho prisoner stated several witnesses 
for the defense had promised to tippear, 
but had faileil to do so, 

The jury having been addressed by the 
.\ttornoy-Goneial on behalf of the Crown 
and directed by tho learned judge, retired 
to consider their verdict, which was one of 
guilty of cutting and wounding with in- 
tent to do grievous bodily harm. 

Antonio Messini, arrainged on an in- 
dietiueiit for cutting anil wounding Wil- 
liam Sills pleaded guilty through his 
counsel, Mr. A, T. D. McElnion, and 
was remanded for sentence. 

The Court then adjourned until 10 
o'clock to morrow (Friday) morning.

Joe, an Indian, testified that on the day 
in question ho was in a liouso with the 
prisoner and several other Indians but 
got frightened of tho pjrisoner and went 
out towards the beach; he turned round 
and saw that Jacob had also come out and 
had caught hold of an old man (tho de- 
ceased) and was .stabbing him with a 
knife; the old man cried out but tho pri- 
soner continued to st.ab him; an Indian 
also named Joo subsequently ])icked the 
deceased up and took him to his house 
and cared forliini; saw tho knife in jiris- 
oner's right liand. Previous to this they 
were g.ambling in a house when Jacob's 
brother came in and stated tlial some one 
had stabbed him and sliowed slight 
wounds; when Jacob heard this ho faid 
"If you die I will kill soiiio moreliidiana;" 
Jacob's brother said he was not hurt 
much; but Jacob went outsidcand st.ibbcd 
the old man all over the body. 

W. Bowden, testified that ho arrested 
the prisoner with the assistance of Indians 
and tliat prisoner admitted ho luiil killed 
deceased and stated that it was just as 
well he did as he (deceased) had not much 
longer to live; he added that it was too 
.' bad ho (prisoner) was to bti taken to Vic- 
;|toria to, be hanged, . 
■* Joe," the' Indian who took charge of the 
deceased, described his v,-ounds, which 
were about his lungs, and corroborated 
tho evidence of the former Indian witness. 

Geo Logan testified to prisoner coming 
to his trading station and making a vol- 
untaiy . confession of killing deceased. j 

This dbsed'ihe case for the Crown. i 

His Honor then summed up and point- | 
ed out that from the evidence it was his i 
duty to direct the jury that there was no ] 
palliating circumstaiico which could re- . 
duce tho crime to inan.sl.anghtcr. The j 
wounds liad undoubtedly been inflicted 
by tho prisoner in vital portions of tho 
body and had, after eight days, caused 
tho old man's death. 

After His Honor had read over tho 
evidence to the jury they retired to con- 
sider their verdict and the Court adjourn- 
ed for one hour. .

A OHAITNEL OATASTBOPHE. 



Sinking of tho Supply-Boat Pojiiiy in 
tho English Ohannol lay tho Stoam- 
ship Holvotia-— Sovontoon, Lives 
Lost. 

New York, Nov, 11.— The National 
Line hteamship Helvetia arrived in 
port to-day. While in the English 
Cliaiiiicl on tlio morning of tlic 31st 
ultimo .she ran into tho English admir- 
alty cutter Fanny, sinking her immedi- 
ately. Seventeen lives were lost. 
Tho Helvetia is one of the largest and 
most powerful of tho N.itioiial Line 
boats. Tim Fanny was a siiiling vessel, 
of 150 tons burden, used to distribute 
supplies and stores to the coast guard 
and the life-saving stations. She was 
on her way to Dublin from Queens- 
town. Captain Tlioin.soii, of tho Hel- 
vetia, says: "'J'lie nij:ht was very dark 
ami windy, with occasional hail-storms 
and thick weather. About four miles 
from Tuskar light I saw a red light on 
our starboard bow, I ordered the helm 
put hard to port. This wa.s done iii- 
.stantly. To my surprise, as soon as 
we had ported our holm, the green light 
of the boat in front of us apjjoared in 
view. I saw that Llie vessel was at- 
tempting to cross our bow, and our 
helm was at oiico put to starboard. 
Scarcely a iiiiiiuto p.assed before the 
Helvetia struck the stranger, which 
was^the cutter Fanny, on her starboard 
bow. As soon as the order to star- 
board tlie holm liad been given 
our ongiups won; stopped. The 
Fanny was cut tiirough .'iiid sank al- 
most instantly. The shock of collision 
brought several of our passengers to 
the deck, but there Avas no e.xcitement. 
We threw our iihospliorescent lifc-pre- 
servor.s overboard, and tlic light they 
gave would iiavc enabled any one in 
the watin' to sec tiioin. Our boats were 
lowered, aiul wp p.iddled about, but 
could find no one in the water. Seven 
only of tho Fanny's crew -were saved. 
A few monicnts before the collision the 
deck watcli gave tlio nlarni, and .some 
of the men tumbled out, W^lien the 
crash came the bow of tlie schooner 
was thrown into tlie "air, and nine of 
the crew climbed uj) on the bow of the 
Helvetia, and seven of them were 
taken off by our crew. Two of them 
dropped into the water • before they 
could be readied. We lay by at the 
scene of the accident until daybronk. 
Not a vestige of the Fanny could be 
seen, .lud all of our life-preservers were 
out of sight." A court of inquiry into 
the causes of the collision will- be held 
in Liverpool upon the return of the 
Helvetia to that port. 



EUROPE.

— Eight thou- 
sand Russian tioop.s, the advance guard 
of reinforcements for the army in Bul- 
garia, will arrive at Galatz next week. 

R0.M1:, Nov. 27. — The socialist agita- 
tion continues in tho provinces. The 
deputy mayor of Ussiiio has been stab- 
bed by an assas.'iin. In Jesi and neigh- 
boring towns republicans carrying tlie 
red (lag paraded tho streets. Cardinal 
Nina, by order of the Pope, has in- 
structed the Nuncios to urge upon thi! 
various governments tlie duty of rn- 
jirossing socialism and restoring the 
IH'ciogatives of the church. 

Lo.NDox, Nov. 27, — A telegram has 
been received at Lloyds from Maa.slins, 
Holland, announcing that the steamer 
City of Amsterdam has arrived there 
with the captain of the Pomerania on 
board. 

Beulin-, Nov. 27. — The lUi.ssiaii em- 
bassy to Cabul has gone to Herat. It 
is stated Lord Augustus Loftus, British 
ambassador to St. Petersburg, will de- 
mand explanations of tlie .speech made 
by Gen, Kauft'man when presenting the 
sword to the envoy of Shore Ali at Tas- 
koiid. 

Lo.VDO.N, Nov. 27.— Capt. Pritehard 
of the bark . Noel Eiliau is very 
reticent and refuses to show his log. 
He .says he was going down the iclian- 
nel nt o knots an hour. He was on 
the deck. The Noel Eiliaii had been 
sounding tho fog horn all iiiglit until 
the steamer's ligiits v.-ere visible. The 
collision occurred almost before those 
oil board tho Noel Eilian were aware. 

The 
bark bounded off and he did not again 
see the steamer. Captain Pritehard 
thought he was sinking.
